If 
applicant wishes to overcome the rejection, the examiner suggests using the language in the specification for the claims in order to be 
consistent. In addition, hard handover is also not found in the specification. Yes, one of ordinary skill in the art is aware of a hard 
handover, however, amendments to the claims must be consistent and taken from the specification. The amendment, "the specified node 
being selected by the mobile node" requires further consideration and search as the cited references do not explicitly teach this feature.
